The world scroll upon which is inscribed the names of men and women 
who have rendered distinguished service to the cause of*humanity contains | 
no name more worthy of such recognition than that of Henri Dunant, the 
centenary of whose birth in Geneva, Switzerland, was observed throughout 
the world on May 8th, of this year, and who lived to the ripe old age of &2 
years, 

What service did Henri Dunant render to mankind entitling him to this 


honor? 


As a young man of 31 years, Dunant, author and philosopher, was travel- 
ling for pleasure in the summer of 1859 in Northern Italy, and huppened 
to arrive in the neighborhood of Solferino just at the conclusion of the battle 
which is known by that name, and which was waged between the Austrians 
under Francis Joseph If, and the Allied French and Sardinians, The opposing 
forces were of about equal strength, the total of men engaged being some- 
thing over 300,000, The armies met in the early morning and fought a san- 
guinary conflict until about two o'clock in the afternoon, when the Austrians 
were forced to retire. For so short a battle the losses were large, totalling 
in killed, wounded, and missing almost 40,000, 

Upon such a scene of carnage came Henri Dunant accidentally in the | 
course of his journey for pleasure, Suffering and dying soldiers left on the | 
field filled the air with their cries and groans, but there was no organized 
care for them. His deepest sympathies stirred for these fellowmen, who but | 
a few hours before were in the pride of health and strength, Henri iunant 
organized the neighboring villagers who did what little they could to cope 
with the gigantic task of ministering to those whose lives might still be 
saved, ‘ 

But Henri Dunant did more, The vivid and terrible scenes he had wit- 
nessed go impressed themselves upon his mind that a year or two later he 
published his experiences in a small volume entitled ‘Un Souvenir de Sol- 
ferino” (A Remembrance of Solferino), in which he advocated the forma- 
tion of voluntary organizations to aid the army authorities in carrying out 
the national obligation cf caring for the sick and wounded in future cam- 
pa’gns,

In this day and generation, with the events of the Great World War still | 
fresh in mind, it is unnecessary to attempt any review of this international 
neutral, humanitarian organization., Sufficient it is to say that probably no | 
other organization in the world’s history has a finer record of achievement, | 
or so completely commands the confidence and support of all peoples, he | 
ed Cross flag and insignia is known and respected everywhere as a sign | 
of absolute neutrality among warring nations, and the highest standard of 
self-sacrificing service to all suffering humanity. | 

Originated for seryice to the sick and wounded of armies in time of war, | 
its amazingly efficient organization and outstanding service during the Great 
War so impressed the statesmen of the world confronted with all the dimti- | 
culties of after-the-war reconstruction of a well-nigh bankrupt civilization, | 
that the Peace Conference at Versailles unanimously called upon the Red | 
Cross throughout the world to remain organized and active, and undertake | 
a comprehensive peace-time werk among the civilian populations, | 

To the Red Cross, therefore, the creation of Henri Dunant, was accorded | 
the distinction of being the only organization, apart from Governraents, | 
recognized in the Covenant of the League of Nations, with the solemn obliga- | 
tion imposed on all nations joining the League to encourage and promote 
the organization of voluntary national Red Cross Societies, having for their 
object ‘the promotion of health, the prevention of disease, and the mitigation 
of suffering throughout the world.” 

Today throughout the world, the Red Cross with its tens of millions of 
members, including all races, languages and creeds, is engaged in its inission 
of mercy. When Nature in a violent mood brings disaster upon a small 
community, or a Province, or a whole nation, the Red Cross is the first on 
the spot. Should an epidemic of disease break out, the Red Cross nurse and 
voluntary worker, inspired by the heroism and humanitarian ideals of Du- 
nant and Florence Nightingale, are active im the alleviation of suffering, Un- | 
ceasing, too, is the Red Cross educational campaign in the promotion of 
health and the prevention of disease, And should war again inflict raankind, | 
the Red Cross will be found better organized and stronger than evcr to as- 
sume the burden thus imposed upon it. * 

In the galaxy of the world's great humanitartans, 
Lister, Forence Nightingale, William Booth, Curie, and others, the name 
of Henri Dunant shines brightly, while the sympathy which prompted his |

If all the plans now 
bear fruit this spring and summer,

Paris, and Berlin, and New York will 
be so clogged with aeroplanes, flying 
boats and dirigibles, and almost any 
kind of what-not with a propeller, 
that the seagulls will hardly stand 
a chance. 

Undeterred by the heavy toll of 
death taken last year and already 
this year by the attempt to fly yrom 
the east to the west, at least a score 
of aeroplanes are being constructed, 
finished, or tuned up for the long} 
jump. Looming up in the back- 
ground are a quartette of giant fel- 
lows, the airships. 

Almost every nation of Turope 
seems to have been bitten by the 
trans-Atlantic flying bug. Not only 
the larger nations like Britain, 
France, Germany and Italy, but the 
smaller nations like Sweden and Hol- 
land as well are entering on the great 
aerial sweepstaks. 

Nor are some of the airmen con- 
tent with a single flight. A few, like 
Captain R. H. McIntosh, who at- 
tempted a flight last summer, expeot 
to fly over and back. McIntosh, with 
a flying boat, says he will make a 
double and triple crossing of both 
the North and South Atlantic,

Toronto.—In accordance with his

every phase of the industry, from 
seeding to marketing, and one of the 
most important features will be the 
effort to ascertainsthe best method 
of operating a proposed co-operative 
marketing pool. 


Port Arthur.—Eventually Canada 
will produce a 1,000,000,000 bushel 
crop of wheat and will have no diffi- 
culty in finding a market for it, 
predicted Hon, T; A, Crerar, Presi- 
dent and General Manager of the 
United Grain Growers Limited, and 
formerly Minister of Agriculture 
for the Dominion, Referring to the 
development of Western Canada, Mr, 
Crerar said there was no country in 
the world where so great a develop- 
ment had taken place in the past 
few years and there was no country 
having such great possibilities, 


In order to meet the increasing 
popularity of the Canadian Rockies 
among tourists, and also to aid in 
developing trans-continental travel 
the Canadian Pacific Railway will 
run a quintette of trains across the 
Dominion from Montreal, Toronto 
and Chicago to the Rockies, Van- 
couver and Victoria this coming 
summer. These trains will be “The 
Trans-Canada Limited”, “The Im- 
perial”, the Toronto-Vancouver Ex- 
press, and “The Mountaineer” and 
“Soo0-Pacific Express” from Chicago, 
The Trans-Canada and the Moun- 
taineer will be  all-sleeping-car 
trains. 


Vancouver.—"Maizie,” the famous 
white Leghorn hen owned by the 
University of British Columbia 
farm, officially known as Hen No. 6, 
the world’s champion layer with 3851 
eggs in a year, is proving a sub- 
stantial revenue producer for the 
University of British Columbia, 
Last year the sale of. pedigreed 
poultry stock from Maizie returned 
to the University $2,225. Two of 
her cockerel fetched $500 each when 
sold to Ohio poultry raisers, while 
tnother cockerel sold in New Jersey 
for $300. The University receipts 
on sale of pedigreed British Colum- 
bia stock totalled $7,225 for the 
year, { F 
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jwas secured from 
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Quebec.—Quebec is taking ad- 
vantage of the Federal legislation 
of last year known as the Canadian 
arm Loan Act, which provides for 
loans to pioneers whereby the 
Federal Government provides 90% 
of the money, the province 5%, and 
the borrower himself the remain- 
ing 5%.

This years largest inflow of 
settlers destined for the west re- 
cently arrived on two of the liners 
of the Canadian Pacifie fleet, There 
were 1082 on the Montelare and 800 
on the Melita, the majority being 


of British birth, thereby establish- 
ing a record for any individual 
ship docking at the Maritime Prov- 
ince ports this year. 

A recent revision of the Customs 
regulations now enables tourists to 
bring their sporting equipment or 
cameras into Canada without leav- 
ing a deposit on account of their 
dutiable value with the Canadian 
Customs officers at the border. At 
the present time the change in the 
regulations will effect particularly 
the Pacifie Coast, where golf amd 
spring sports are in full swing. 


Vancouver.—Over 100 miles of 
trackage serving the ports of the 
Vancouver district will shortly 
have been laid by the Canadian Pa- 
cifie Railway, according to a state- 
ment issued by the general super- 
intendent of the district, The 
trackage is designed to take care of 
a steady and normal growth in 
trade through Vancouver and also 
to handle expansion in westward 
grain movement which this year 
has reached the record of 53,000,000 
bushels. 


John Walter, co-proprietor of the 
Tondon Times with Major the Hon. 
j. J. Astor, arrived in Montreal 
lately where he addressed a gather- 
ing under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Council of Education, Mr. 
Walter is covering the Dominion 
over Canadian Pacific Railway lines 
and will make addresses in most 
of the larger cities. He is the fifth 
member of the family, being 
direct descendant of the famous 
John Walter, to be guide of this 
newspaper since 1785. 
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On a long trip from Ontario to 
Brussels, Belgium, forty muskrats 
lately left Canada aboard the C. P. 
S. S. Marburn bound for Antwerp. 
The final destination of these ani- 
mals is a farm near Brussels where 
they will form the nucleus of a 
muskrat farm. While handled by 
the Canadian Pacific Express Com- 
pany during the entire voyage, the 
animals were fed two ounces of 
oats and four ounces of carrots 
daily with water,once every two 
days. 


Saskatoon.—"I believe I have 
found a wheat which, when further 
developed, will be greatly rust- 
resistant”, said Dr, Seager Wheeler, 
several times winner of the Inter- 
national wheat award. He went on 
to explain that although he was 
quite sure that this new type which 
he developed from the kiota strain 
would protect crops in the province 
from rust damage, he did not think 
that the wheat would be absolutely 
free from rust under all conditions, 
However, he considered from the 
results of his experiments that 
even under the werst conditions, 
such as those of 1927, this wheat 
would never materially be damag.

Expert Opinion 
On Dirty Kees 
Question Is One ‘Of Very Great 


Importance To Producers 


The question of dirty eggs is one 
which should be given more attention 


by producers if they are to realize, 


the best prices for their product, This 


is the opinion of Mr. C. P. Rhodes, | 


of P. Burns & Company, Edmonton. 

Mr. Rhodes, who has had wide ex- 
perience with egg marketing in the 
West, states that at this season of 
the year the eggs which grade Sec- 
onds and bring low returns to pro- 
ducers are comprised chiefly 
dirty and soiled product. The elimin- 
ation of these dirty eggs, which is 
quite pessible by proper care and 


tnanagement of the flock, would mean 
| 


a much greater revenue. 

As an instance of the very great 
effect which dirty eggs are having on 
egg grading at this time of the sca- 
son, Mr. Ithodes presented a compar- 
ative statement of the grading of the 
eggs received by his firm in the last 
week of February with the week end- 
ing April 21st. In the former week the 
receipts showed 22 per cent. ixtras, 
64 per cent. Firsts, and 10 per cent. 
Seconds, while in the latter week 
there were only 5 per cent. Extras, 


56 per cert. Firsts, and &4 per cent. 


Seconds. 
“The increase in the percenage ot 


Seconds and the decrease in the per: | 


centage of the better grades," stated 
Mr. Rhodes, ‘is due almost entirely to 
dirty eggs. These two weelcs’ cand- 
ling reports show a difference of 24 
per cent in the percentage of 
onds and this affects the value of 
eggs very materially. 

“Tt is unfortunate that this percent- 
age of dirty eggs is heaviest during 


the season of heaviest production and 


at a time when otherwise the eggs 
show a very good quality. Later in 


the season there are a lot of Seconds | 


because the eggs are affected by hot 
weather and we get a lot of stale and 
shrunken eggs, but at this season of 
the year a large percentage of these 
Seconds are dirty eggs and the bal- 


ance of them are made up mostly of) 


small eggs. 


“The washed egg also,” states Mr. | 


Rhodes, “is a very serious proposition 
as it 1s a well known fact that these 
eggs will not keep when placed in 
storage. Washed eggs deteriorate 
very rapidly and must be used with- 
in a very short time or they are 
worthless,””

are in great demand this year, the 
majority of firms stating that they 
are unable to meet the demand, Five 
firms reported a total of 1,002 trac- 
tors in the three months as compared 
with 403 for the same period last 
year, One other firm, while not giv- 
ing exact figures, reports sales dou- 
ble those of last year and another 
firm reports sales nearly twice as 
large.

“SPEEDING” A FACTOR 
IN MOTOR ACCIDENTS 


Causes bhi Per Cent. Of Crashes 
According To Investigation 
By Expert 

“Does speeding cause most acci- 
; dents ?” is a question that just now is 
causing considerable discussion 
| among people interested in safety on} 
the streets and highways sand in 
means of lessening the number of ac- | 
cidents. Though some ardent pre-| 
ventionists are gontending that speed- 
ing is not playing such an important | 
part in increasing the number of mo-| 
| tor accidents, it is declareil by R. L 
Fordney, who has made a special} 
study of the subject, that speed is a 
contributing factor in accidents caus-|} 
ed by motor vehicles. He says that | 
reports received from scores of com-} 
|munities throughout the United 
States show that out of 48,670 motor- 
ists involved in accidents last year, 
4,979 motor vehicle operators were 
exceeding the speed limit when the 


crash took place. This number consti-| 


tutes approximately eleven per cent. | 
Only two other circumstances--~"'shid- | 


| ding” and “did not bave  right-of- 
way”-—were reported more frequent- 


ly than speeding. It was pointed out, 
also, that in many of the shidding 
cases, the accidents may have arisen 
out of excess speed. 

In addition to the accidents charg- 
ed directly to illegal speed, it is 
claimed that many other accidents 
would not have occurred had not the 
driver been going too fast for the 
conditions existing at the time. Many 
of the tases of contesting the vifcht- 
of-way, cutting corners and cther 
common infractions would not have 
{resulted im collisions if the drivers 
had kept their cars under control

This was shown by Mr. P. Z. Cav-| 
‘erhill, chief forester of British Col- 
umbia, addressing the Canadian For- 
estry Association, B.C. branch. 

The speaker dealt chiefly with the 
‘methods of forest perpetuation ‘as 
‘employed in British Columbfa and! 
European countries. 

Mr. Caverhill defined the conduc- 
tion of forestry and timber opera- 
tions us being a combination of 
economics, botany, sentimentality 
and transportation--‘and then some.” | 

A tabulation shown by the speaker | 
on the screen revealed that the per 
capita area of B.C. forest tracts ex- 
ceeded that ot Finland, the largest 
producer in Europe, by about ten- 
fold. | 

In a recent visit to the various 
‘timber producing European countries, | 
| Mr. Caverhill observed the sparse 
growth in many of the most impor- 
| tant supply areas. 

While the area of forests in British 
Columbia was far in excess of any! 
found in Europe, still another “germ 
of a new generation of trees’ was 
being noted here, he added. 

In a recent survey by his depart-| 
ment it was revealed that 400,000 
acres of Douglas fir was fast up- 
proaching maturity, This was only 4 
part of the timber wealth of the pro- 
vince, the speaker declared. 

Conditions for growth in British 
were more favorable than 


Columbia 
those prevailing in Europe, he point-| 
ed out. This was evidenced in a com-| 
parison of lodgepole pine stands in 
Finland and British Columbia, both | 
of which had been planted fourteen 
| years ago with Montana seeds,

|Rayon Industry 


Likely To Treble 


Production Is Still Far Behind the 
Steadily Increasing Domestic 
Market 
In a recent analysis of the artificial 
or rayon silk industry, the Depart 
ment of the Interior, through its Na 
tural Resources Intelligence Service, 


| states that small tho&gh the produc- 


tion may be, the industry is growing 
rapidly and output will possibly be 
trebled in the near future, It is point- 
ed out that Canada holds a pre-erni- 
nent position in the world as a pro- 
raw product rayon 


| pulp, and that in fact over half the 


world’s requirements of this material! 
is produced in Canada. 

‘Two processes ave in use in Canada 
for the production of rayon; the vis- 
cose process and the cellulose acetate 
process. The bulk of the world’s ray- 
on supply has so far been produced 
by the viscose method {in which the 
bleached  sulphite 
wood pulp, in the supply of Which 
Canada predominates, The first arti- 


| ficial silk plant established in Canada 
| uses the viscose process; at present 


a large addition being erected to 
this plant will double its output. The 
second plant which is just about to 


| get into production of artificial silk 


uses the cellulose acetate process in 


| which the principal raw material is 
| cotton linters 


It is notable how 
ever that large quantities of acetic 


acid manufactured in Canada will be 


used in.this industry and that it will 
be a large user of Canadian hydro 
electric energy. There is also hope 
that in time methods will be worked 
out to apply the gellulose ncctate 
treatment of wood 
pulp, thus utilizing Canadian raw 
materials entirely, 

That there is an excellent outlook 
for the rayon industry in Canada is 
evident from the fact that production 
is still far from catching up with the 
steadily increasing domestic require 
ments. Recent trade statistics for the 
ealendar year 1927 show imports of 
rayon and its products amounting to 
$7,112,000 compared with $5,500,000 
in 1926. ‘there have been no exports 


'so far of Canadian rayon yarn, but 


when the industry has been expanded 
sufficiently to take care of domestic 
requirements, there is little doubt 
that Canada will be heard from in 
world trade in this most useful tex- 
tile. 


Value Of Clean Seed Grain 


40,000 Bushels Of Seed = Grain 
Handled By Grading Plant 
At Edmonton 

Approximately 40,000 bushels of 
registered Marquis wheat and Victory 
and Banner oats were cleaned, grad 
ed, registered and marketed by the 
Provincial Cleaning and Grading 
Plant at Edmonton, Alberta, during 
the past winter. In addition a consid- 
erable quantity of high grade regis 
tered and No, 1 seed has been sold 
on commission for farmers whose 
grain was not accepted at the plant, 
and a further 25,000 bushels of regis- 
tered seed could have been disposed 
of if it had been available, The fact 
that fully 95 per cent. of the grain 
passing through the plant was sold to 
Alberta farmers indicates a recogni 
tion of the value of seed grain which 
is clean, of good quality and true to 
variety.

‘Hon, George Langley Says Sending

But there are two general diseases 
that, in particular affect tooth struc- 
ture and tooth eruption 

Of these rickets is a disease of faul- 
ty nutrition and it ig worthy of note 
that it is“a disease not only of the 
very poor who are denied proper and 
sufficient food, but of the rich, who 
have an abundance of food but of an 
improper kind. 

The characteristic affections of the 
teeth from rickets are these; the de- 
ciduous teeth erupt late and, in the 
more extreme cases, there is a gen- 


eral deformity of the skull and jaws; | 


moreover, these teeth are lost early, 
whilst the permanent teeth in turn 
erupt late; the result is, faulty or 
mal-occlusion. Moreover, the teeth 


themselves are structurally affected, | 


being bluish, sparse and somewhat 


| tapering. 
The other disease, more or less spe-| 


cifically related to tooth mal-forma- 
tion is tuberculosis. 

A child suffering from tuberculosis 
will erupt both the deciduous and 
permanent teeth early; but the root of 
the deciduous tooth is not absorbed 
as it should be, with the resultant 
mal-position of the succeeeding per- 
manent teeth. 

It is perhaps easier to understand 
why these diseases should injuriously 
affect tooth structure as hey 
when you remember that the teeth 
are in the formative stage through
